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!• Dr. Ernst BHUECKKER, Chief of the SlcherungsgruDpe . bad returned on 
18 August after leave of aljaost three weeks on the North Sea. Bs looked tanned 
and rested and appeared to have lost some weight. He said his leave was 
Interrupted rather earlier than he would have liked in view of the Chanoellor's 
Impending trip to the USSR. 


2. BROECKNER Is going with the advance parV^^XMo the Poreign Office to 
look over the Chanoeller's quarters and decide on the disposition of the 14 men 
from the Sooberungsgruppe who will accompany the Qianoellor and his party. 

After his Inspection^ BHOBCKNSH will return to Germany In order to accompany 
the Chancellor when the latter flies to Moscow. Ihey are at the moment still 
waiting to hear that the Soviets have agreed to the agenda so the firm date of 
the trip may be set. 


3* . BHUBCKNSR said he had been involved in dlsciisAlons with the Poreign 
Office about what measures could be t^en to thwart Soviet attempts to bug 
the Installations used by the German delegation. BROECKNER stated his own 
research had led him to the conclusion that without knowing the electrical 
oharaoterlstlos of the equipment the Soviets might attempt to use. It would 
be Impossible to defend against them. This answer did not satisfy the Poreign 
Office men who. said that If necessary the Ghanoellor would turn to his godd 
friend Dr. Gonant for technical assistance. BROECKNER asked. In this connection 
^^wtetb^ we could be quoted as supporting his view. V#e told him our own Inquiries" 
' had 1^ to the same conclusion and we oexd;alnly had no objection to being quoted 
•n this matter. He agreed with us that we could hardly expect to get a mass of 
technical equipment past the Soviets for this purpose, and that It was unlikely 
to be effective on Soviet home territory even If they could get It In. Be 
•conourred also that the Chancellor's best defense was to confine hls tactical 
consultations with hls advisors to the open air. They are considering the 
construct ion of an. isolated room on the train taking the Foreign Office 
. everts to Moscow In which they will hold their more sensitive talks. 
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BROECKNER spoke of his 15 year old son, who Is in his second year 
of Gyranasium, a year ahead of where he should be. The boy is studying Latin, 

Ft*enoh, English, and Spanish, and already speaks better English than his 
father. BRUECKNEH said the boy is Interested in the U. S. Student Exchange 
J\ l^ograro and has been talking about taking an examination to that end in the 
^ near future BROECKNER hastily exclaimed that he had not mentioned it for
